Drop the 
quorum? 


League wants to void 


Town Meeting quorum 


By Don Staruk 

If the League of Women Voters of Andover 
has its way, next month’s Town Meeting will 
be the last time a quorum count is called for 
in town. 

Article 39 on the April 12 Town Meeting 
warrant, petitioned by the League, asks vot- 
ers to amend the town bylaws to remove the 
quorum requirement for Town Meeting. The 
current bylaw requires a quorum of 350 reg- 
istered voters be present to open town meet- 
ing and for all votes of town meeting. The 
quorum has been in existence in Andover 
since 1952, according to the League’s 
research.

An indoor field 
house and a_ pool 
could be in the 
future of Andover 
High School. 


Athletic Director 
Jim Hurley told the 
School Committee 
last week that if the 
high school is to be 
expanded to accom- 
modate at least 400 
more students by the 
turn of the century, 
larger physical edu- 
cation and athletic 
facilities will be 
needed. 


During his presen- 
tation to the commit- 
tee, Mr. Hurley listed 
more than 20 areas 
where the schoot’s 
facilities will have to 
be expanded to meet 
the growing popula- 
tion, 


The following is a 
list of additions a 
new field house 
would provide: a 
four-lane running 
track with a 50-yard 
or -meter dash area, 
a wooden-floor bas- 
ketball court with 
seating for at least 
1,750, one upper-level 
running oval, 
divider curtains to 
close off at least four 


teaching stations, a 
sound system and 
baffling system to 
reduce noise, storage 
room, two full-sized 
volleyball courts, 
one classroom for 
health and physical 
education classes, 
coaches rooms that 
view the field house, 
a fully equipped con- 
cession area and a 
ticket area, and pub- 
lic restrooms. 


The school’s gym 
and locker areas 
could be renovated 
to incorporate other 
needed _ facilities, 
said Mr. Hurley, 
such as a high ceil- 
ing gymnastics area, 
general locker rooms 
as well as team and 
officials’ locker 
rooms, offices for 
physical education 
and athletic depart- 
ment personnel, a 
distribution area for 
uniforms and a 
weight room. 


The 1,750 seat field 
house could be used 
for annual town 
meetings. The 
Collins Center, 
which currently is 
used for town meet- 
ings, seats only 1,250 

The pool building 
would include space 


needs an indoor field house 


for an eight-lane, 50- 
yard pool with 
starting blocks, a 
diving area with two, 
three-meter diving 
boards, seating for 
300 to 500 spectators, 
showers and locker 
rooms with access to 
the pool deck, stor- 
age area for equip- 
ment, a sound sys- 
tem and sound baf- 
fling system, an elec- 
tronic timing sys- 
tem, an automatic 
chemical feeding sys- 
tem, and _ handi- 
capped accessible 
lifts and equipment. 

The high school 
will also need more 
athletic playing 
fields, Mr. Hurley 
said. The growing 
number of girls’ 
teams and the addi- 
tion of freshmen 
sports at the high 
school in recent 
years have put a 
strain on the current 
fields and courts that 
were designed to 
accommodate a 
smaller number of 
athletes and teams, 
he said. 


Adjacent to the 
football field is a 15- 
acre plot of land that 
is under considera- 
tion for these expan- 
sions. Some of the 


site is conservation 
land and some is 
under the control of 
the Andover Village 
Improvement Soci- 
ety, a private conser- 
vation group. 


The town will dis- 
cuss the land with 
the groups and 
study the land to find 
out if it is a buildable 
site. 

The School Com- 
mittee has no esti- 
mates on how much 
any of the proposed 
physical education 
and athletic expan- 
sions would cost. 


The committee 
will present all infor- 
mation on high 


school specifications 
to the town’s School 
Building Committee 
next month. The SBC 
will then hire archi- 


tects to design the 
best plan to build the 
facilities that it 
approves. The final 
proposals and funds 


to build the additions 
would have to be 
approved by voters 
at a future town 
meeting.

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Planners to vote on Chandler Circle development

Several residents voiced concerns to plan- 
ners Tuesday night about a six-lot subdivi- 
sion proposed for their neighborhood, near 
the end of Chandler Circle. 

The board held two public hearings on the 
proposal Tuesday, one for the definitive sub- 
division plan and another for a special per- 
mit for earth removal and regrading. 

Planners will vote on the definitive plan at 
the board’s next meeting on March 23. The 
board has 90 days to consider the special per- 
mit. 


The proposal, by John Deloury, of 46 
Chandler Circle, would build a cul-de-sac 
road off Chandler Circle opposite Westmin- 
ster Roadway. The problems with the proper- 
ty being developed stem from its being on 
higher ground than most of the property 
around it. Neighbors fear poor drainage in 
the area now will be exacerbated by the addi- 
tion of six more houses. 

Larry Nelson, of 15 Kirkland Drive, was 
worried the septic systems at the new homes 
might drain into his property, and said he is 
in the “line of death,” should the systems 
fail. 

Engineers and Stephen Colyer, planning 
director, assured Mr. Nelson that the septic 
systems are safe and that safeguards are 
automatically built in. 


Linda Crotch, whose father lives at 30 
Chandler Circle, was worried about initial 
runoff damaging his swimming pool. 

But the developer would remove 16,000 
cubic yards of earth and gravel from the site, 
and engineers for the project said the re- 
grading will completely change the drainage 
situation so that the amount of runoff would 
actually be less than it is now. Much of the 
drainage will instead run into catch basins 
in the cul-de-sac and be piped out to a reten- 
tion area on the north side of Chandler Cir- 
cle on the property of Andover Country Club 
for dispersement. 

Residents were also concerned with how 
and when the earth would be removed from 
the site. Hooks Johnston, board chairman, 
said the removal could mean as many as 800 
truckloads of material, which would require 
1,600 trips to and from the site. 

One proposal was to have the trucks come 
in one way, possibly by Westminster Road, 
and leave by another, such as Chandler Cir- 
cle, the shorter way out to Lowell Street, 
thereby causing less disturbance.

Residents were also concerned with the 
site distance coming out of the new road onto 
Chandler Circle, but the developer proposes 
to cut down the knoll that now reduces the 
view of traffic in that area. 

Dave Rodger, of 41 Chandler Circle, was

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Safe Schools for Gay and Lesbian Youth: 


Local educators to hold forum to raise, promote awareness 


By Lisa Boudreau 

Andover educators from the 
public schools as well as Phillips 
Academy will participate in a 
forum to discuss Safe Schools for 
our Gay and Lesbian Youth on 
Friday, March 12, at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Unitarian Universalist 
Church at 6 Locke St. The public 
is invited to attend and partici- 
pate in the discussion. 

The forum is just one of sever- 
al efforts the church is making to 
become “a more welcoming 
parish” to every member of the 
Andover-area community, said 
the Rev. Peter Richardson, the 
church’s minister. 

Rev. Richardson told the 
Townsman he hopes the forum 
will raise awareness within the 
community and begin a dialog 
that will address the difficulties 
faced by gay and lesbian youth 
both inside and outside school. 

The panel will include Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of 
Andover public schools; Brenda 
O’Brien, coordinator of the pub- 
lic schools’ health programs; 
Donald McNemar, headmaster of 
Phillips Academy; Kathy Hen- 
derson, PA’s assistant athletic 
director and a faculty adviser to 
the school’s Gay/Straight 
Alliance; and a student from 
each school. 


Why do smart 
kids fail? 


Al Ferreira, a member of Gov. 
Weld’s commission on gay and 
lesbian issues in the public 
schools, will also be a panelist. 
Mr. Ferreira is a teacher at Cam- 
bridge Rindge and Latin High 
School and a faculty adviser to 
the school’s gay/straight group, 
Project 10 East. 

The topics to be addressed Fri- 
day night may include, but will 
not be limited to, the following: 
the need for gay teachers as role 
models for both gay and straight 
students; the risk to which open- 
ly gay students may be exposed; 
the potential divisiveness of gay- 
friendly programs; the possibili- 
ty that gay teacher may promote 
a homosexual “agenda”; and the 
question of how students per- 
ceive homosexuality as they 
mature. 

This Friday’s forum, said Dr. 


McQuillan, dovetails with one of 


the initiatives he’s taken to fos- 
ter respect for individual differ- 
ences in the publics schools. Ear- 
lier this year he formed an Equi- 
ty Coalition Task Force. It is 
comprised of student, teacher 
and parent volunteers. 

“Pm going there largely to lis- 
ten. I’d like to be a link between 
the schools to the group,” said 
Dr. McQuillan.

of the task force, said she hopes Friday 
night’s discussion will educate her about the 
support services and resources schools need 
to meet the needs of gay and lesbian youth. 

One of the reasons schools have to look 
more closely at the needs of gay and lesbian 
youth is “because of their increased risk of 
substance abuse,” Ms. O’Brien said. 

“Tf you accept Masters and Johnson 
(research) figures, then one in 10 are predom- 
inantly homosexual,” she said. 


According to figures from the Governor’s 
Alliance, perhaps as many as 30 percent of all 
teen suicides involve youth who perceive 
themselves to be homosexual. 

Ms. O’Brien believes that today’s teens are 
much more aware of civil rights issues as 
they relate to gay and lesbian members of 
society. But she acknowledges that the topic 
is not an easy one for most people to discuss 
openly. Homosexuality is a “very sensitive

area and people have strong convic- 
tions about it.

SENSITIVE SUBJECTS 

Patients who experience tooth sensitivity after undergoing 
dental procedures should wait four to six weeks before 
experiencing concern. During this waiting period, any 
possible inflammation of the pulp and/or nerves due to dental 
work is likely to subside. On the other hand, if tooth pain from 
hot or cold foods is a persistent problem, this symptom 
should be brought to the attention of the dentist. It may signal 
pulp damage, which can lead to tooth loss. Other sources of 


tooth sensitivity include cracks in tooth enamel resulting from 


chewing on hard objects, as well as from tooth-grinding 
(bruxism). The former habit may be consciously broken, but 
the latter may require a fitting for a mouth guard. A dental 
exam can discover if receding gums or decay are the 
culprits.

The badge of the first letter carrier 
in Andover has been returned to the 
post office here. 

Beginning in the early 1890s, 
Joseph Holt Blunt of 70 Salem St. was 
issued letter carrier badge No. 1 and 
carried mail in the town of Andover for 
about 30 years. In the early days of this 
century he delivered mail by horse and 
buggy on the only route in town. There 
was a small box section in the post 
office for customer pickup of mail. By 
1920 there were 20 routes and now 
there are 37 letter carrier routes. 

Mr. Blunt married Jean David and 
had two children, Katherine Blunt 
Polsby and Thomas David Blunt. 
Born in 1866, he retired in 1925 and 
died in 1948. The antique Andover let- 
ter carrier badge, made in a style that 
is not used today, became a part of the 
Blunt family treasures. 

Recently, Margaret Langmaid 
Blunt of Marblehead, wife of Thomas 
David Blunt and daughter-in-law of 
Joseph Holt Blunt, presented current 
Andover Assistant Postmaster Louis 
Pimpare (representing the Andover 
post office) with this special badge 
worn by the first letter carrier to 
receive a numbered badge. 

Mr. Pimpare said that the badge will 
be on display in a special case in the 
lobby of the main post office on 
Stevens Street for the next two weeks.

In his opening statement, Mr. Lam- 
bert said his age is an asset, not a lia- 
bility. He said his youth enables him to 
view issues from a different perspec- 
tive, one closer to students. 


“T know it is political suicide, but I 
want to face the issues of the students, 
not just the taxpayers,” he said. 

“Andover has a very good school 
system. I'd like to make it a more hon- 
est and open one,” said Mr. Lambert. 


Mr. Muller, the father of an elemen- 
tary school child and twins at West

He believes the School Committee, 
the selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee have to re-evaluate the way the 
town and school budgets are designed. 


“Since the budget model was drawn 
up, the number of students in the sys- 
tem has increased about 10 percent and 
the way the (school) budget is devised 
has remained the same. The dilemma 
we now face is that when we try to give 
the teachers a modest increase what 
gives is either support services or 
pupil-teacher ratios,” he said, 


What are the budget busters? 

Mr. Dempsey said rising health 
insurance costs will be one of the 
major drains on the budget. Mr, Lam- 
bert, who said budget and finance are 
not his areas of expertise, believes that 
the committee can look at inexpensive 
ways to improve the school system. 

Mr. Muller said as the schools’ bur- 
dens increase, the town will have to 
readjust how much money is allocated 
for town and school services. 


Boosting students involvement 
Mr. Lambert said he’d push to devel- 
op programs that are inclusive and 
encourage students to work as a team, 
“as opposed to against each other as in 
some athletic programs.” 
Mr. Muller believes the schools have

done a “good job” in providing a vari- 
ety of extracurricular activities. Mr. 
Dempsey believes the best way to 
involve students is “to make sure they 
have teachers who love their job.” 


Candidates’ stand on tenure

Mr. Lambert said the current tenure 
system does not benefit students. He 
said tenure provides “too much securi- 
ty and with that security there is no 
incentive to work.” 


Mr. Muller said he is encouraged 
that the state Legislature currently is 
evaluating tenure in its education 
reform package. He added that even 
with tenure there are still ways teach- 
ers can be evaluated and that those 
avenues should be explored if there is a 
need.

Mr. Lambert, who played hockey in 
high school, said if there had been user 
fees when he was a student, his family 
probably couldn’t have afforded to pay 
them.

Rusty Dunbar, of 8 Alden Road, one 
of four League members who have 
been studying the quorum question, 
said this week that the League has 
always been in favor of retaining open 
town meeting and strengthening it, and 
she said that this proposal would be 
consistent with that position. 

“Tt’s our concern to improve the 
open town meeting form of government 
and making it voter friendly,” Ms. Dun- 
bar said. “That ‘s really what the 
League is all about.” 


At its last annual meeting, the 
League’s board decided to update its 
position on the quorum. It had held a 
position in support of the 350-member 
quorum, but decided to take ‘a look at 
it and see what other towns do.” 


Members were as surprised as any- 
one to learn that of 22 towns in the state 
that have populations of at least 14,000 
and that use an open town meeting 
form of government, including 
Andover, 10 had no forum requirement 
at all. 


“We were really surprised to find 
out how enthusiastic everybody was 
without a quorum,” Ms. Dunbar said. 
“Tt was as though I was talking to the 
same person in every town.” 

Among the other 11, the tendency 
was leaning toward reducing or remov- 
ing the quorum requirement. 


“And some who had reduced the 
quorum wished that they eliminated 
it,’ Ms. Dunbar said. 

Andover, with close to 30,000 resi- 
dents, is the largest town using the 
open town meeting, as opposed to a rep- 
resentative Town Meeting or a city 
council, But Acton and Concord, each 
with about 17,000 people, and Wake- 
field with 25,000, also use it and don’t 
have a quorum requirement. 


The biggest argument against the 
lack of a quorum requirement, and a 
position held by selectmen Gerald Sil- 
verman and James Barenboim, is a 
fear that a few people present at a meet- 
ing could have control of the town’s 
finances. 

“History indicates this isn’t going to 
happen,” Ms. Dunbar said. “If the 
League thought there were going to be 
three people voting on the budget, we 
wouldn’t be voting for this.” 


A compromise Mr. Silverman may 
offer as an amendment to the article 
would require a quorum only to open 
the meeting, and it would consist of 1 
percent of the town’s population, which 
would be about 300 voters. 


“My feeling is I would like a mini- 
mum quorum to start,” Mr. Silverman 
said. 

No quorum would be required after 
the meeting was started, even if the 
meeting went to a second or third

night, he said. 

But all towns with no quorum 
requirement said they have no prob- 
lem with attendance at the meetings 
and that there was “higher attendance 
across the board” after the require- 
ment was dropped. 

“This is what was so appealing to us 
as League members because this is our 
ultimate goal — getting more people 
involved in government,” Ms. Dunbar 
said. 

The League’s research also has 
shown that attendance has never been 
a problem to open the first night of 
Town Meeting, and that is when the 
budget and other “boiler plate” type 
articles are usually acted on. 


Requiring a quorum for the opening 
night “would be addressing a problem 
that doesn’t exist,’ Ms. Dunbar said. 

“There’s not a problem getting 350 
for opening night, ever,” she said. 

The only time attendance is a prob- 
lem is on a second or third night of 
Town Meeting when there are no con- 
troversial articles, such as dog leash 
laws, on the warrant. But even then, 
the towns that have gone to no quorum 
say that attendance is improved. 


“T, frankly, don’t think that the quo- 
rum has anything to do with atten- 
dance,” Ms, Dunbar said. 

Getting rid of the requirement 
would assure that town meetings 
would start on time and it would pre- 
vent interruptions or manipulation of 
the meetings for quorum calls. 

“The last thing we want is frustrated 
voters,” Ms. Dunbar said. 


People will surely stay home if they 
think they are going to be “held 
hostage for the quorum,” she said. 


“The frustration was visible last 
year,” Ms. Dunbar said. “We feel it’s 
really counter productive. This 
requirement is just wasting people’s 
time.” 


The quorum can be a tool to delay 
Town Meeting, which can cost the 


town money as each extra night of 


Town Meeting costs the town about 
$4,000. And if people want to be tradi- 
tional, then getting rid of the quorum 


would be traditional because out of 


almost 350 years, the town has only had 
the quorum requirement for 40 years. 


After all its research, the League’s 
study group, including Tina Girdwood, 
Joanne Marden, Joyce Robinson and 
Ms. Dunbar, decided the quorum 
requirement was more of a nuisance 
and more time consuming and obstruc- 
tive than it was constructive,” accord- 
ing to Ms. Dunbar. 

But she isn’t so foolish as to think 
that any change might come easy in 
Andover, and is unsure if the proposal 
to amend the bylaw will pass this time 
around. 


“Andover isn’t quick to change. 
We'll just give it a try. People are easily 
scared,” she said. 

If somebody makes a good argument 
against it, people might choose to 
“stick with the devil we know,” she 
said. 

“Tf T felt that this was a safeguard 
that was protecting a valued right, I 
would not get involved. This is not a 
communist plot,” Ms. Dunbar said. 


The League is working on a cable 
television program focusing on the 
warrant article to be aired some time 
before April Town Meeting.

It makes people nervous. And 
that’s just fine. Because then they 
show up to make sure their point of 
view is represented. 

We're talking about Town Meet- 
ing, and its quorum. 

Currently, Andover has a bylaw 
that requires a quorum of 350 regis- 
tered voters before a meeting can 
begin, and in order to continue the 
business of the meeting throughout 
the evening. In recent years, that has 
been a problem on the second or 
third evenings of continued meet- 
ings. Meetings have begun late while 
those in attendance call friends and 
try to accomplish a quorum, 

Oh sure, if there is a warrant relat- 
ing to the leash law, or to schools, or 
about sex education, Andover usual- 
ly can field a quorum. But more often 
than not, fielding a quorum is no 
easy task. 

Now, under the guidance of the 
League of Women Voters of Andover, 
there is a warrant article, number 39, 
for the April 12 Town Meeting asking 
voters to approve doing away with 
the quorum. 

When people first hear of the idea, 
they think it absurd. But research 
shows that communities that have 
dropped their quorum requirement 
have better attendance with no quo- 
rum. It’s simple: Residents become 
nervous that some special interest 
block will flood the meeting and push 
through an article before others 
notice. So people worry, and then 
they show up for Town Meeting. 

We would hate to see Andover 
abolish the town meeting form of 
government. We wouldn’t even like 
to see the community go to represen- 
tative form; we think open town 
meeting is an excellent way for 
townspeople to air their differences 
and learn more about the issues. 

It is time to abolish Andover’s quo- 
rum. Show up at Town Meeting April 
12 and vote yes on Article 39, to 
remove the Town Meeting quorum 
requirement.

Ms. Comeau told board mem- 
bers her home was in a quiet 
area with a buffer zone between 
it and the downtown when she 
bought it 17 years ago. Since 
then, Andover Bank has expand- 
ed to the point that its parking 
lot is wrapped around her prop- 
erty, and Ms. Comeau said that 
lights from that parking lot, a 
law office next door and from the 
Bank of Boston building now 
make it so that she barely needs 
lights in her house at night. 

While she joked that she 
might be saving on electric bills, 
Ms. Comeau said the changes 
have made her home undesirable 
for herself, and unsuitable for a 
family to buy, and that only a 
family would need the four or 
five bedrooms her home has. 

“T feel it has become necessary 
to change it,” she said. 

She asked that the board sup- 
port the proposal to rezone her 
property so that it could be sold 
as commercial property and used 
as such. Stephen Colyer, plan- 
ning director, showed the board 
where rezoning has expanded 
the CBD several times in the last 
23 years, to accommodate chang- 
ing aesthetics and expanding 
businesses. 

Ms. Comeau said she has no 
plans to sell the property to 
Andover Bank for more parking 
let, and Gerald Mulligan, 
Andover Bank president, and the 
bank’s attorney, also Mr. Asoian, 
said the bank has informed Ms. 
Comeau it has no interest in pur- 
chasing her property. 

“The proponent’s intentions 
for use of the property is 
unknown at this time,” Mr. Coly- 
er wrote in a memo to the board. 

Ms. Comeau said her house 
was once the carriage house for 
the mansion that used to be 
where Andover Bank is now 
located, and would be ideal to 
Convert to offices. 

Fred Callanen, who owns the 
multifamily property at 9 Chest- 
nut St., told planners that, while 
not overly concerned with Ms. 
Comeau’s proposal, he is con- 
cerned with aesthetics and pre- 
serving the “flavor of the neigh- 
borhood.” 

Dr. John McArdle Jr., of 47 
Central St. and who owns the 
property at 18-20 Central St., was 
against rezoning Ms. Comeau’s 
property. The business district 
has been inching its way out- 
ward and needs to be stopped, he 
said. 

_ “T live on Central Street and I 

think that Central Street is one 
of the finest streets in town,” Dr. 
McArdle said. 

He said he remembers when a 
passing car would get the resi- 
dents’ attention but admitted 


that “the beautiful location has 
deteriorated a bit with the 
increase in traffic.” 

Mr. Callanen said he didn’t 
agree with the doctor, and said 
that the town has to grow, “but 
in an orderly fashion.” 

Planners will view Ms. 
Comeau’s property this Saturday 
morning and vote at their next 
meeting on March 23 whether to 
support the warrant article at 
Town Meeting. 

24 Central Street 

The other proposal to expand 
the downtown, Article 47, would 
rezone the residential property 
at 24 Central St. to General Busi- 
ness, paving the way for 
Andover Bank to level the single 
family home there now and build 
a parking lot. 

The bank has the property 
under agreement with its owner, 
Wilma Glancy, who moved with 
her daughter to California and 
has had the house on the market 
but been unable to sell it. The 
property backs up to Ms. 
Comeau’s property and all the 
same reasons for the change in 
zoning that Ms. Comeau brought 
out apply to the Glancy property 
as well, Mr. Asoian said. 

Mr. Asoian said the property 
is “a'shambles” and that the real- 
tor handling the property has 
had no reasonable offers on it as 
a residence. 

Andover Bank plans to put a 
23-space parking lot on the site 
for its employees’ use. Andover 
Bank employs 170 people, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mulligan. 

The proponents said the last 
residential property on that cor- 
ner of Chestnut and Central 
streets, the Rose Cottage, has his- 
torical significance and would 
not be threatened with commer- 
cial expansion. 

The bank went before the 
Board of Appeals last week for a 
use variance that, if approved, 
would render the warrant article 
moot. 

The variance would allow the 
bank to build the parking lot, 
and proponents have an indica- 
tion from the board that it will 
approve the petition. But just in 
case that approval doesn’t come 
through before Town Meeting, or 
at all, the bank is continuing to 
pursue the rezoning proposal. 

Planners will view this prop- 
erty also on Saturday morning 
and decide whether to support it 
at the March 23 meeting. 

South Main Street 

A third rezoning proposal, 
Article 53, would change a prop- 
erty on South Main Street, across 
from the Ground Round Restau- 
rant and just south of Route 125 
at the North Reading line, from 
Rsidential to General Business. 

The subject property, only a 


portion of a larger parcel of land at that loca- 
tion owned by John Benevento, is on the 
west side of Route 28 and abuts the on ramp 
to Route 125 to the north and Andover con- 
servation land to the south. 

The property could be developed into four 
residential lots as it is, but that would not be 
the best use of the property given its loca- 
tion and proximity to the North Reading 
commercial area, according to Bill Perkins, 
the engineer hired by the owner to explore 
the best use of the land. The land on both 
sides of Route 28 is business zoned just over 
the line in North Reading. 

The owner proposes to build a commer- 
cial building on the site with parking for 83 
cars. 

Mr. Colyer said that Andover made a con- 
scious decision years ago not to allow com- 
mercial development along Route 28 outside 
the “village centers,” such as downtown and 
Shawsheen Village, and does not encourage 
changing that philosophy for this proposal. 
Mr. Colyer said he would instead support 
continued commercial development in the 
village centers. 

But Lorene Comeau, board member, 
questioned whether Route 125 didn’t act asa 
kind of psychological boundary between 
Andover and North Reading, and whether a 
commercial use might be more in keeping

with the aesthetics of the area just over the 
town line. 

Mr. Colyer pointed out that residents of 
Colonial Drive condominiums and of Patriot 
Drive, both across the street but still in 
Andover, might disagree with Ms. Comeau’s 
assessment of the psychological boundary 
between the towns. 

No residents appeared for the public hear- 
ing. Board members said they will drive 
down and view the property in question on 
Saturday and vote on their support on 
March 23. 

Planners also discussed zoning amend- 
ment proposals concerning regulation of 
temporary signs, including political signs, 
and the definitions of structures as they 
apply to swimming pools and sports courts 
and setback requirements. 

Positions were not taken on any articles 
and all will be discussed again at the March 
23 board meeting.

The Golden Warriors varsity recently 
completed a successful 12-6-3 campaign, 
struggling after a 9-1-1 start. Andover was 
third in the Small School Division of the 
MVC, challenging for the title most of the 
way, and bowed out of the Eastern Mass. 
Division 2 Touirnament in the first round 
following a 6-3 loss to Canton. 

Coach Cullen reflects 

“I'm pleased with the season, especial- 
ly considering the fact only three kids 
that played regularly for the varsity last 
year were on this year’s roster” (Justin 
Hesenius, Bob Daley, Paul Allard), said 
Coach Cullen. 

“Qualifying for the state tourney was 
very important. We only graduate two 
seniors, and next year all the returning 
underclassmen will have already been to 
the tournament and seen what it’s like. 

“Before the season started no one real- 
istically expected these kids to accom- 
plish as much as they did. 

“TI think the key to the entire year was 
the very first game against Haverhill, 
when we came back from a 3-0 deficit in 
the third period to tie the game 3-3. It real- 
ly helped everyone’s confidence,” said 
Coach Cullen. 

“The low point was the Billerica game 
(12-1 loss). After that one we had to scrape 
our confidence up off the floor and get it 
back. The younger kids were simply 
intimidated by the Billerica tradition and 
playing in their building (Hallenborg) 


with all the championship banners. 

“All of our losses except Billerica were 
very competitive games (three by two- 
goal margins). Some people referred to 
the Central game (4-2) as an upset loss, 
but I disagree because Central had 10 
seniors on the club. They were a good 
hockey team that lost a lot of tough deci- 
sions. 

“We had many kids contribute to our 
success. Justin (Hesenius) and Chris 
(Cullen) had great years, Scott Sullivan 
and Bobby Daley were strong offensively, 
and players like Danny Hansberry and 
Dana DiFiore chipped in with timely 
goals. 

“Peter Afarian had never played varsi- 
ty hockey before and he was a very pleas- 
ant surprise,” noted Coach Cullen. 

“We had a bunch of little guys that 
played with a lot of heart. We had a cou- 
ple lines that averaged about 120 pounds 
per man, and after awhile some of the old- 
er, bigger teams wore us down. The body 
can tke just so much pounding before it 
tires.

Walking wounded 

When Andover lost to Canton the 
locals were far from 100 per cent healthy.

“But we played so many games so close 
together down the stretch that it killed 
us. We had four or five games in a little 
over a week. There was no time to recu- 
perate.” 

The Golden Warriors defensive corps, 
in particular, was depleted for the Canton 
contest. 

Paul Allard had hyper-extended his 
knee in the regular season finale against 
Chelmsford. ‘Paul came off crutches the 
day before the tournament and played the 
game of his life,” said Coach Cullen. 

Freshman rearguard Brian Kwon 
injured his ankle against Chelmsford and 
took just one shift in the tourney game 
before sitting down. 

Justin Hesenius entered the game 
with an earache, and his problems were 
compounded in the first period when a 
hard check bruised several of his ribs.

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RECYCLE 


Recycling can be complicated 


By Virginia Cole 

Andover is doing something 
“about the high cost of trash dis- 
posal and the low tonnage of 
trash taken to the incinerator. 
We have heard that recycling 
costs us money because we have 
a contract to dispose of a certain 
number of tons at the incinera- 
tor each month. We have wor- 
ried that recycling cuts into this 
tonnage and penalties must be 
paid when we don’t meet our 
contract amount. 


Director of Public Works Bob 
, McQuade has solved the prob- 
lem for the moment. Vining Dis- 
posal is delivering to the inciner- 
ator the 1,500 tons of trash need- 
ed to complete Andover’s assess- 
ment. Vining takes our trash, of 
course, but this extra 1,500 tons 
comes from his pickups from 
other than the regular Andover 
route. He also deducts the dis- 
posal cost of the trash, which he 
would normally pay the inciner- 
ator from his monthly collection 
bill 


That is the short-term solu- 
tion. The long-term solution 
could come in several ways: 
Director McQuade, who has 
always believed recycling is the 
only way to go for the future, 
still believes so. He blames the 
‘ short fall in a great part on the 
economy. For the first five years 
of the contract, Andover was 
throwing away more than the 
agreed upon amount and so each 
year he had to up the estimate, 
since in this contract there are 
penalties for too much trash as 
well as too little. 

However, in the last two 


years, we didn’t have enough 
trash. He feels strongly that with 
the improvement in the econo- 
my, people will again buy more 
and throw more away and we 
will make our contract require- 
ments. 

Secondly, there are continu- 
ing negotiations with private 
haulers and other communities 
to bring more trash to this incin- 
erator and so reduce the cost per 
community. As the state eventu- 
ally bans land fills, more trash 
has to be burned. 

The NESWC incinerator, the 
one that burns our trash and 
currently needs more trash, 
could be reto-fitted to burn the 
sludge generated by the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District, of 
which we are also a member. 
Right now the Sanitary District 
incinerator is shut down by the 
state and North Andover and the 
sludge is being trucked out of 
state. With many time-consum- 
ing environmental and financial 
tests being undertaken, a deci- 
sion will be made whether 
NESWC can burn the sludge to 
everyone’s environmental and 
financial satisfaction or whether 
the Sanitary District will reto-fit 
its own incinerator to do so. 

Director McQuade told me he 
has explained all of this to the 
Andover Finance Committee 
and that he, the town manager 
and the committee agree that 
any problems with recycling are 
temporary and we must look to 
the long-range benefits and keep 
at it. 


And he said, “If anyone thinks 
we shouldn’t recycle, send them 
to me.”

Dealing with culinary emergencies 


By Maria Moskos 

I have almost always kept fresh ground 
beef, chicken or turkey in my freezer for culi- 
nary emergencies resulting from unexpected 
dinner guests, prolonged traffic jams, 
unplanned taxi-runs for after-school activi- 
ties, etc. I have periodically received phone 
calls from friends in a frenzy asking what 
they could prepare quickly from fresh or 
frozen ground beef or turkey. This prompted 
the topic for this column because I assume 
there are many cooks who would be interest- 
ed in quick and easy recipes utilizing ground 
beef or poultry since it is economical, freezes 
well, is generally well-liked and nutritionally 
healthy, especially if the poultry is used. 


It is always best if ground meat or poultry 
is defrosted at room temperature or, if time 
allows, in the refrigerator, because defrost- 
ing it in the microwave, even at a low tem- 
perature, usually results in partial cooking 
around the edges. There are some recipes 
included where partially cooked meat may 
be used and have been indicated. 


If a husband or wife calls in the morning 
and says the boss is coming to dinner, defrost 
ground beef or chicken for three to four 
hours and use Pepperidge Farm pastry shells 
and the boss will be impressed with: 


Beef or chicken Wellington 


1 1/2 cups ground beef or chicken (natural- 
ly defrosted) 

1 tbsp. chopped fresh flat-leaf parsley 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

4 tbsp. parmesan cheese 

2 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 

1 tbsp. ketchup 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 tsp. fresh ground pepper 

4 Pepperidge Farms pastry shells (defrost- 
ed) 

Dijon mustard for filling 

Lightly mix all but the last two ingredients 
with a fork. 

Heat a cast-iron skillet until very hot, then 
sprinkle about 2 tablespoon salt on it. 

Make four round, flat-shaped (not too flat) 
burgers and place on salt in skillet. Let meat 
cook three to five minutes, turn and cook 
three to five minutes more. Test for done- 
ness. Chill in refrigerator for 30 minutes. 


Roll a pastry shell with a floured rolling 
pin to measure a rectangle 1-inch wider and 
two times longer then the burger. Place meat 
on the lower half of pastry and spread evenly 
with Dijon mustard. Wet edges of pastry with 
water and fold the top half over the meat, 
making edges meet. Gently press the sides of 
pastry together with the tines of a fork. 


Place the Wellington on a greased baking 
sheet and brush the top with beaten egg. 
Bake in a preheated 450-degree oven 10 min- 
utes; turn oven to 350 degrees and bake 20 to 
30 minutes. Makes four. 

Serve with Caesar salad and broiled 
herbed tomatces.

microwave or used frozen to prepare: 


Beef and vegetable chowder 


1/2. lb. ground beef, defrosted or frozen 

1 garlic clove, minced 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

4 medium carrots, peeled and cut into 
medium chunks 

6 small onions, halved 

4 cups chicken broth, fresh, tinned or from 
chicken bouillon cubes 

1 28-ounce can crushed tomatoes 

2 cups celery, diced 

1 cup fresh vegetables, such as peas or 
sliced zucchini or green beans 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 beef bouillon cubes 

1 bay leaf 

1 cup cooked ziti line pasta 

If beef is frozen, place in non-stick pan 
over medium-to-low heat and keep turning 
until defrosted. Then saute meat and garlic 
in oil in a non-stick kettle, stirring until 
brown. Add all other ingredients, except 
cooked pasta. Partially cover and simmer 30 
minutes or until vegetables are tender. 
Makes six servings. Add warm pasta and 
serve with garlic bread and a garden salad. 


Ground turkey or chicken can provide the 
basis for a quick Middle Eastern meal: 


Skewered chicken or turkey 


1/2 cup fine burghal (crushed wheat) 
1 1/2 lbs. ground chicken or turkey 
1/2 cup finely grated onion 

1/4 cup fresh lemon juice 

1 tbsp. fresh chopped dill 

1/2 tsp. ground coriander 

1/4 cup finely chopped flat-leaf parsley 
1 egg 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Basting liquid 

2 tbsp. olive oil 

Juice of 1/2 lemon well combined 


Place the burghal in a small bowl; pour 
cold water to cover completely and soak for 
15 minutes. Drain. Combine in a bowl with 
all other ingredients. Mold the mixture com- 
pactly around and up the sides of four to five 
large skewers. Set in a broiling pan and 
brush with basting liquid. Broil 4 inches 
from heat, turning skewers occasionally and 
basting until all sides are cooked (10-15 min- 
utes). 


Serve in hot-dog shaped pita bread accom- 
panied by a Middle Eastern salad and tzatzi- 
ki (herbed yogurt and cucumber dip).

PA and not as much a part of everyday 
life as it was at St. Anselm. 

“The Catholic community, and reli- 
gion itself, is respected, but it does not 
dominate the way of life here,” he said. 

Father Hall said he wasn’t sure what 
to expect when the school year began, 
but he was “pleasantly surprised” by 
the openness and friendliness of the 
students and the PA community as a 
whole. 

“T’ve also been impressed with the 
maturity of the students here. They 
handle themselves so well. I don’t 
know if I could have done so well and 
been as independent at age 14. If I had a 
child I think I’d be scared to death to 
send them away to boarding school,” 
he said. 

Besides teaching about eight classes 
a week, Father Hall supervises the 
gymnasium and the fitness room sever- 
al hours each week. He also meets with 
the Catholic students organization, the 
Newman Group, several times each 
month, Sometimes the group meets for 
social events such as pizza and movie 
nights. Other times it meets for discus- 
sions on social and religious issues, he 
said.
